W ASHINGTON 31* 
The gov 
eminent has issued new regula 
lions requiring that refrigerator* 
be equipped with safety devices to 
prevent children from being trap 
lied in them and suffocating 
The regulations, announced Fri 
day by 
the Commerce Depart 
merit, will apply to all refngera 
tors 
shipped in interstate rom 
merer after Oct 
30, 1958 
They 
require that all refrigerator doors 
must be able to open from the in 
side 
The department cautioned, how­ 
ever, that its orders will not au­ 
tomatically solve the problem of 
children gettng trapped in ahan 
doned refrigerators 
it said this 
still must ‘’remain the concern of 
state and local laws and regula 
lions.” 
Congress launched an investiga 
lion into the subject last year 
in 
tile w ake of nationwide alarm over 
Hie number of ehildrer "ho died 
while trapped in old refrigerators
